Former governor gives 
life story, addresses 
corruption allegations

Rod Blagojevich gave what amounted to 
the campaign speech of his life Thurs- 
day directed at just 12 voters— members 
of the jury who will decide whether he 
misused his powers as governor. 

And like the master politician he was 
for so long, Blagojevich gave a glib and 
engaging performance, presenting him- 
self as the humble and self-effacing son 
of immigrants who rose from a gritty 
Northwest Side neighborhood to con- 
siderable political heights. 

“I’m Rod Blagojevich, I used to be 
your governor, and I’m here today to tell 
you the truth,” Blagojevich opened from 
the witness stand with before launching 
into a version of his life story so laden 
with detail that it might thrill the most 
ardent trivia buff 

For more than five hours, an animated 


Blagojevich looked squarely at jurors as 
he talked about everything from his 
failings at Little League to his onetime 
penchant for polyester disco wear to 
the 2-hour, 55-minute, 30 -second time 
he turned in for his first marathon. He 
told the jury it would nearly have been 
a world record had it been run eight de- 
cades earlier. 

He also touched on the early years 
of a political career that crashed in 
the fall of 2008 when he allegedly was 
recorded extorting campaign donors 
and trying to sell a U.S. Senate seat. 
Blagojevich didn’t get to that crucial 
turn in his narrative by the time court 
adjourned, but he will be back on the 
stand Friday 

His testimony also was marked by oc- 
casional tears and attempts at humor, 
which did not appear to elicit much 
reaction from jurors. There also were 
apologies and denials. And there was a 
sense that one of the most controversial 
politicians in state history finally had his 
back against the wall. 


Testifying was a step Blagojevich did 
not take last summer when a jury was 
able to convict him on only one count 
of lying to the FBI, deadlocking on 23 
other criminal counts and leading to 
the current retrial. This time around, 
Blagojevich decided to make his own 
case, spending his first hour on the 
stand talking about his roots and chok- 
ing up as he discussed his hard-working 
parents. 

“It gives you a certain sense of values 
and certain sense of helping others,” 
Blagojevich said. “I think I picked up 
my dad’s propensity to dream. ... I got 
a chance to be governor of the fifth- 
biggest state in America, and I always 
thought my parents were part of that, 
helping from heaven.” 

The purpose was to portray a softer 
vision of Blagojevich for jurors than the 
foul-mouthed, scheming politician they 
have heard on government wiretaps, the 
one who describes the Senate seat as 
“[expletive] golden” and hurls insults at 
political rivals.

And apparently it's somewhere in the psyches of respondents to a 
recent race relations study by Tufts and Harvard universities. A major- 
ity of white respondents to that survey said they feel the pendulum of 
race relations has swung since the anti- black era of the '50 s and that, 
currently, whites are the biggest victims of discrimination. 

Ih quote the livesciettce.cotn article about the study because I 
couldn't (and wouldn't) make this up: 

“ITie study suggests that whites see racial equality as a zero-sum 
game, in which one group wins at the other's expense,'’ 

Pardon me as T scoop my jaw off the newsroom floor. 

By no means am T saying that blacks, or members of any other 
minority group, are incapableof being biased or bigoted. If T did, T 
would swiftly be disproven, for one, by a quick click on some so-called 
urban celebrity sites that refer to white women as '^Tkekys” and deride 
interracial relationships between black stars and non-blacks. 

Biased? "^s. Acceptable. Hell no. 

But there's more to the term ^Vacism'’ than an ugly attitude about 
another race. Racism also involves the collective ability to set up 
structures and act on bigoted beliefs. 

lliat's why affirmative action gains, indi\idual achievements by black 
public figures and even the advent of 20 Black Fntertainment TV net- 
works would not add up to a current system of racism against whites. 

Such delusions are easily undermined by a litany of statistics, in- 
cluding the disproportionately high rates of incarcerated, unemployed 
or underpaid blacks represented in countless studies. 

Surely, there have been huge improvements since the civil rights 
era, but notions that whites are “the new black'^ are faker than “Tlie 
Hills" and Tom Cruise and Katie Holmes' romance combined. 

If any significant number of people believes that hype, we need 
more public discussions about race as well as racism, and not just 
limited to whites and blacks. No need for guilt- inducing tirades about 
who did what to whom in what century, but fact-based dialogue aimed 
at better cultural understanding. 

Tliere is no denying our society has come a long way, but we are 
nowhere near a post-racial rest stop. 

If we don't grasp that, our next racial dialogue may be limited to 
puttii^ our fingers in our ears and uttering: “neh, neh, neh, neh, neh."

Blizzard battles 

Emanuel to roll out new plan for dealing with snowstorms

Mayor Emanuel plans to change the way 
the city responds to blizzards following 
February’s snowstorm that paralyzed Chi- 
cago and closed Lake Shore Drive. 

The new mayor said Thursday that 
he’ll receive a briefing next week on the 
blizzard “about some changes we have to 
make.” The report is expected to detail 
when and where to close the drive and 
how to divert traffic the next time a bliz- 
zard hits Chicago, officials said. 

Then-Mayor Richard M. Daley ordered 
the review of the city’s blizzard response. 
Photos of Lake Shore Drive littered with 
vehicles encased in snow emerged as the 
storm’s defining image. 

Daley emerged a day after the storm 
and praised the city’s response, but only 
after the drive was reopened and his un- 


derlings had taken responsibility for the 
snowy debacle that left hundreds strand- 
ed for hours. Daley conceded the city “did 
not do well” on the thoroughfare. 

The city kept Lake Shore Drive open 
during the storm. Commuters ignored 
daylong warnings and chose to drive home 
on a road known to be buffeted by fierce 
winds and waves sweeping off the lake. 

“A lot of things were done right and 
things need to be improved,” Emanuel 
said before he toured the city’s 911 cen- 
ter. “Within three years, we’ve had two 
100 -year weather-related events. That 
tells you something. That says we’ve got to 
pick up our game and get ready” 

Emanuel called his top public safety 
officials together Thursday to discuss 
how the city prepares for severe weather 
events, including the impending warm 


summer months and the crowded festivals 
that accompany them. 

“Tabletop exercises,” similar to those 
Emanuel said he received in the White 
House as President Obama’s chief of staff, 
will be one of the ways the city prepares. 
During the walk-through exercises, offi- 
cials run through incidents, find glitches, 
figure out what each department is tasked 
to do and which will take the lead in a situ- 
ation, Emanuel said. 

A coordinated effort is key to a quick 
response, Emanuel said. 

“You wear one jersey, the jersey of the 
city of Chicago ... and I expect everybody 
to work together,” he said. “I don’t want to 
wait until we’re on the doorstep of that se- 
vere weather or incident. I want to make 
sure we’re thinking about that ahead of 
time.” 


Terrorist admits 
to glitch in plan

Though he considered himself highly 
trained in the art of espionage, David 
Coleman Headley admitted to making 
one tactical goof while he helped plan 
the deadly 2008 Mumbai terror attack: 
He told his good friend, Tahawwur Rana, 
about the plot. 

While not saying that it hampered or 
thwarted his plans in any way, Headley, on 
the stand Thursday 
for his fourth day in 
Chicago’s most sig- 
nificant terrorism 
trial ever, admitted 
that sharing details 
of the plot with 
Rana did not square 
with the training 
he’d received from 
Pakistani terrorists. 

“You had bril- 
liantly carried out 
his instructions ex- 
cept that one?” Ra- 
na’s attorney, Char- 
lie Swift, asked with 
a hint of incredulity 

“Yes,” said Head- 
ley, 50, who then 
conceded that his 
handlers would 
not have approved. 

Later, Headley was more evasive about 
whether telling Rana was a violation of the 
rules. 

Whether he shared the details is, in 
fact, at the heart of the trial at the Dirksen 
U.S. Courthouse. 

Rana, 50, a Chicago businessman, is 
charged with letting Headley use his Chi- 
cago immigration business as a cover for 
critical scouting trips for the Pakistani- 
based Lashkar-e-Taiba terrorist group in 
advance of both the Mumbai attack and a 
second assault on a Danish newspaper that 
never was carried out. 

The government has produced dozens 
of emails and recordings they allege show 
Rana supported and approved of the plot- 
ting, including ones in which he allegedly 
congratulated some of the planners and 
also suggested that the nine young Lash- 
kar gunmen who died in the Mumbai at- 
tack deserved the highest honors offered 
by the Pakistani military Some 170 people 
were killed. 

His attorneys, however, contend that 
Rana did not realize what Headley was 
truly up to in his travels in and out of 
India and Denmark between 2006 and 
2009.

But the city was ranlced second in the number of bedbug treat- 
ments performed by Origin during the first four months of the year, 
the company said Thursday The only city where the company per- 
formed more calls was Cincinnati. Rounding out the top lo cities 
were Columbus, Ohio; Denver; Detroit; Washington, DC.; New 
Yorlc; Dayton, Ohio; Philadelphia; and Baltimore. 

The ranking comes on the heals of a Tribune report last year citing 
instances of bedbugs across the city 

In October, JPMorgan Chase had a small issue with bedbugs in its 
Chase Tower at lo S. Dearborn St., a company spokesman confirmed. 

Also around that time, Chicago Public Schools’ headquarters fin- 
ished treating all 20 floors of its building at 125 S. Clark St. after an 
employee reported bites. 

And even prior to that, a “government office in the Loop” brought 
in Meron Kahssai, resident bedbug expert with the Metropolitan 
Tenants Organization, to educate employees about dealing with bed- 
bugs after the office had an infestation. 

It doesn’t matter that offices don’t have beds. 

The blood-sucking pests, which are making a comeback nation- 
ally, easily can hitch a ride on purses and coats from infested homes.

Google has signed up retailers including 
Macy’s, American Eagle Outfitters and 
Subway to blend the service with loyalty 


programs and discount offers. 

Google plans to take a slice of revenue 
from another project it released Thursday 
called “Google Offers.” These are coupons, 
daily deals or discounts offered through 
Google searches. 

They also will work on mobile phones. 
For example, executives described how 
someone walking by a Macy’s poster can 
tap on an area, triggering a coupon that 
shows up in the mobile wallet. That person 
can save the coupon for use at checkout. 

The Google Wallet app is free and 
Google is not taking a cut of any transac- 
tion, said Stephanie Tilenius, Google’s vice 
president of commerce.

Pumped up 


Ian Schrager prepares to 
revamp a Chicago classic 

By Lisa Arnett 

“Even though people love it, it hasn’t been suc- 
cessful for 25 years.” That’s what Ian Schrager 
says about The Pump Room, the legendary 
restaurant that closed this year inside the Am- 
bassador East Hotel. I can’t disagree with him. 
When’s the last time you dined there? 

Schrager, the force behind some of the coun- 
try’s most stylish hotel rehabs, plans to revamp 
the historic hotel and call it Public. He also 
announced this week that the food will be in 
the hands of chef Jean-Georges Vongerichten 
of now-closed Vong and NYC’s ABC Kitchen 
(which recently beat Chicago’s Girl & the Goat 
for best new restaurant at the James Beard 
Awards). Here’s more from Schrager on what’s 
to come for the reopened Pump Room— if 
they’re still calling it that come fall. 

On keeping the Pump Room name: 

“Well, you know we haven’t decided that com- 


pletely yet, and I think we’ll be dealing with 
that next week when I come to Chicago. It’s 
so funny when I would ask people, ‘Do we 
call it The Pump Room or do we not call it 
The Pump Room?’ older people said, ‘Call it 
The Pump Room’ and younger people said, 
‘Change the name.’ ” 

On cooking for locals, not tourists: 

“We don’t do {restaurants} in the hotels 
for the guests of the hotel; we do it for the 
people in the city Because when somebody 
comes to the hotel, they want to go where 
the people in the know of that city go to.” 

On the inspiration: 

“I went into the ABC Kitchen in New Y)rk 
that Jean-Georges had done and I loved it. I 
thought the food was incredibly simple, but 
very original and very creative. I thought 
it would be really great if he could do 
something in Chicago inspired by that. It’s 
going to be a farm-to-table idea, so what’s 
available with all the farms around Chicago 



will play a very important role and it will 
be very seasonal. But it’s really more the 
idea that we wanted something simple. It’s 
not comfort food, which is boring and has 
been around for a long time, but it is really 
simple. And very reasonably priced.” 

On how the menu will shift: 

“{It will serve] breakfast, lunch, dinner, late 
supper, then of course in the library, which 
is going to function like a patisserie or like 
the coffeehouses of the ’50s and ’60s, we’ll 
have coffees from around the world and 


baked goods and little finger sandwiches 
... and things like that. Y)u know ... like an 
incredibly super-sophisticated Starbucks 
on steroids. At some time during the night, 
the menu will change and we might serve 
some kind of Asian food or Indian food, 
more exotic food in a tapas kind of arrange- 
ment. ... We have a bakery on premises 
so we’ll be serving dessert ... in the library 
{as well}.”

Rachel McAdams gets 
mean in the City of Light

Most actors would kill for an opportunity to appear 
in a Woody Allen film. Rachel McAdams was no dif- 
ferent, gladly accepting when he offered her a part in 
“Midnight in Paris.” 

Then the eccentric filmmaker called to talk to her 
about the role, but as the conversation went on, Mc- 
Adams felt Allen was trying to talk her out of it. 

“I was very confused,” she said during an L.A. pro- 
motional tour. “We had a meeting in New York, and 
he said, ‘I really would like for you to play this part, but 
if you don’t want to do it, it’s fine and we’ll do some- 
thing else.’ I was like, ‘No, I want to do it!’ 

“It was very endearing, and I was very flattered.” 

The film, which opens Friday after a big debut last 
week at the Cannes Film Festival, stars McAdams as 
an American woman named Inez who visits Paris with 
her Hollywood screenwriter fiance, Gil (Owen Wil- 
son). Gil falls in love with the city and is whisked back 
to 1920 S Paris at midnight every night. 

“I’ve always loved his films— every single one of 
them,” the Canadian actress said of Allen. “I’ve always 
found something in {them} that touched me, moved 
me and made me think about something in a differ- 
ent way” 

Shooting an Allen film in Paris was a real treat for 


McAdams, who spent her off days riding scooters on 
the Champs-Elysees while being awed by the lumi- 
nous skies above the City of Light. 

“It was like so extraordinary,” she said. “Watching 
the sunsets and the dawns. I remember feeling this is 
the closest I’ve had to a heavenly experience. 

“I think people really take time to enjoy life there. 
Y)u see everyone sitting out on the sidewalk cafes, hav- 
ing coffee and just kind of taking it in, which I think 
Woody is acknowledging in the film as well. I think they 
appreciate reaUy beautiful things there. It’s a hub of art 
and culture and, as expressed in this film, a place where 
great artists have gone before and been inspired.” 

McAdams welcomed the opportunity to play 
against type in the arty nostalgic film. Inez is a prac- 
tical woman with a specific agenda. She’s not exactly 
Regina George in “Mean Girls,” but she’s a far cry 
from McAdams’ roles in “The Notebook,” “The Time 
Traveler’s Wife” and “Sherlock Holmes.” 

“I liked that she didn’t pretend to be swept away— she 
was quite honest about that,” McAdams said. “Woody 
warned me in the beginning, he said, ‘Y)u will not be 
playing the object of desire. I hope you’re OK with 
that.’ The fact that he trusted me to play the villain, so 
to speak, I was quite excited about that challenge.” 

Playing opposite Wilson was somewhat physically 
challenging too. 



“I had this idea that I was the cat and he was the 
mouse, and I always sort of had my paw on his tail 
and never let him go too far from me,” she said with 
a laugh. “But then Woody saw it totally different and 
said, ‘Stop fondling Owen!’ ” 

One of the things McAdams appreciated most 
about her celluloid stroll in Paris was the opportunity 
to revisit that city’s past through music and literature. 
Odes to iconic musicians and writers from the ’20s, 
’30s and ’40s often pop up in Allen films. Cole Por- 
ter and F Scott Fitzgerald both make appearances in 
“Midnight.” 

“I love that music,” she said. “It does inspire such 
a feeling of nostalgia. It takes you back to a place im- 
mediately and gets that wistful feeling going rather 
quickly” 

As a parting gift after filming, Allen gave McAdams 
a copy of Fitzgerald’s novel, “Tender is the Night.” 

“I’m almost afraid to read it because it’s just some- 
thing to be looked at on your shelf,” she said. “It was a 
lovely memento of the experience and the film.”

Woody Allen’s swooning adult fantasy 


Oh, the glorious bistros and baguettes and 
architecture of Paris! Hollywood screenwrit- 
er-turned-novelist Gil (Owen Wilson) could 
just live there. His increasingly snippy fian- 
cee, Inez (Rachel McAdams), not so much. 
Luckily every midnight, in a sort of reverse- 
CindereUa adventure for classic art fans, Gil 
is whisked away into 1920s Paris where he 
gets to hang with the likes of Ernest Heming- 
way, F. Scott Fitzgerald, Pablo Picasso and 
Picasso’s lover, the lovely Adriana (Marion 
Cotillard). 


The verdict: Writer-director Woody 
Allen is less interested in Gil’s romance (or 
lack thereof) with Inez than his love affair 
with the city which is a pure delight even 
as “Midnight in Paris” threatens to become 
a series of cultural name-checking (here’s 
Matisse, there’s Bunuel, etc.). Very funny and 
deeply charming, “Midnight in Paris” is a liv- 
ing dream about feeling at home somewhere 
else, with someone else. The movie salutes 
that sense of escape while recognizing that 
nostalgia comes with a certain amount of 


denial about the present, though Allen’s too 
emotionally insulated to let his characters 
truly suffer for their loneliness. Wilson’s 
excellent as a guy with diverging impulses as 
both a writer (Hollywood schlock vs. artistic 
novel) and a man (unpleasant fiancee vs. new 
fantasy woman). He’s supported by similarly 
lively work by Cotillard, Michael Sheen (as 
smugness personified) and Adrien Brody as 
Salvador Dali. The way he pronounces “rhi- 
noceros” is a thing of beauty

The first “Kung 
Fu Panda” was well-animated and offered not 
a single surprise in the story or comedy depart- 
ment. Delivering Part 2 in 3-D won’t help that.

no denying the movie’s visual appeal. Otherwise, 
this unfunny sequel is far more redundant than 
the surprisingly entertaining “The Hangover 
Part II.” “KFP2” is straightforward to a fault 
without any interest in using its characters 
(especially Po’s supporting cast of fighters voiced 
by stars such as Angelina Jolie and Seth Rogen) 
as more than just eventual McDonald’s toys. 

The makers of this franchise— which is 
set up for a Part 3, blah— seem to think 
animals doing kung fu is inherently 
awesome, which it’s not. That’s why 
this snoozer is just more of the same, 
which was already more than enough.
